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Report of Health Officer 



During 1921 the following communicable diseases were 
reported from Proctor: chicken-pox 37, diphtheria 6, measles 
5, scarlet fever 15, Avhooping-cough 2. 

Proctor has had less than most of tlie other towns in the 
district of communicable diseases in proportion to population. 
It was fortunate in having no small-pox, when it was in other 
towns. The health officer would urge, in order to keep up 
^his record, that vaccination of all small cliildren should be 
done, as then tiie reaction is less and the chances of infection 
n-ith other germs less likely. This is the I'ecommendation of 
Ihe Committee named by the American Public Health Associa- 
tion to study vaccination, which i^eported at the recent meet- 
ing of the Association in New York.
